The Hon. D.P.W., Mr. H. T, 
Creasy, informed the “China 
Mail” that the hours of supply 
will be increased immediate aa 
the storage in the reservoirs in- 
' creases“and further ‘ rainfall 
will ‘be followed by further 
lightening of the restrictions. 
He, added that care would have 
‘to be taken to enaure a sufficiency 
of water for the early months of 
next year. 
season. 


‘The Maintenance Engineer of 
' the Waterworks said that yeater- 
day’s rainfall resulted in a gain 
of 120,000,000 gallons _ in. the 
storage, and that the total stor- 
‘age was. now mote than. 1,000,- 
000,000 . gallons, which is’ con- 
siderably below the. average. Infu 
spite of the great increase, he 
said, conditions were far from 
normal and .further considerable 
rainfall would have to be forth- 
coming before ‘a safe amount 
could be collected.

‘the Settlement. |. 

The telephone workers in the. International 
. Settlement have already gone on strike on aceount 
of grievances real or- imaginary; while the com- 
plete stoppage of the French tramways strvice is 
threatened, and this latter dispute is likely to in- 
volve the waterworks: and electricity workers, as 
these services are operated by the same Company. 

Representatives of the telephone strikers have 
‘delegated messengers to transmit. numerous de-|* 
mands to the Company;: which the latter are.con- 
sidering. 

To-day the Police rudely interrupted a mass 
meeting of the strikers near.the Fokien Road Ex- 
change and arrested a speaker who was haran- 
guing the crowd, and five strikers. who were subse- 
quently released, 

The grievances of the strikers inalade: an alle- 
gation that the Company are replacing Chinese 
workers with White Russians; and it is also claim- 
ed that the: strikers never received any reward 
- after working in dangerous areas during the re- 
cent hostilities here.
